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MASSACHUSETTS  CHARITABLE  FIRE  SOCIETY. 


A  number  of  citizens  of  the  town  of  Boston,  taking 
into  consideration  the  evils  which  frequently  arise  from 
the  ravages  of  fire,  and  wishing  to  lessen  the  same,  asso¬ 
ciated  at  Boston,  on  the  20th  of  November,  1792,  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  a  fund,  and  applying  the  income 
to  this  humane  undertaking.  The  propriety  of  such  a 
design  appeared  obvious  from  the  difficulty  of  guarding 
against  the  injuries  originating  in  this  cause,  insurance 
against  fire  not  being  practised  ;  yet  the  materials  and 
style  of  the  buildings  in  this  country  are  such  as  expose 
them  to  the  greatest  hazard.  It  was  presumed  that  the 
several  fire  societies  in  Boston  would  assist  the  scheme, 
and  it  was  conceived  that  a  common  and  general  Society 
might  be  formed  as  well  from  their  members  as  from 
other  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth,  whose  feelings 
might  impel  them  to  so  benevolent  an  object. 

A  committee  was  commissioned  to  draft  a  Constitution 
for  the  government  of  the  Society,  and  a  Constitution 
was  adopted  on  the  21st  of  January,  1793.  The  Society 
continued  their  meetings,  by  adjournments,  until  the 
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August  following,  when  their  members  were  consider¬ 
ably  increased.  A  committee  was  then  appointed  to 
draft  an  address  to  the  several  fire  societies  in  Boston 
and  the  adjacent  towns,  stating  abstractly  the  principles 
of  the  Constitution,  informing  them  of  the  state  of  the 
Society,  and  requesting  their  aid  in  effectually  establish¬ 
ing  the  same.  Several  communications  were  received  in 
consequence  of  the  address,  and  a  public  meeting  of  the 
Society  was  held  at  the  County  Court  House,  Feb.  6, 
1794.  Committees  from  several  fire  societies  attended 
the  meeting  agreeably  to  invitation,  at  which  meeting 
George  R.  Minot,  Esq.,  John  Lucas,  Esq.,  Col.  Paul 
Revere,  Col.  William  Scollay,  Arnold  Welles,  Jr., 
Joshua  Thomas,  and  Shubael  Bell  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  report  a  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  which 
were  adopted.  The  following  constituted  the  first  gov¬

Whereas  Moses  Gill,  George  Richards  Minot,  Oliver 
Smith,  James  Freeman,  James  Bowdoin,  William  Scol- 
lay,  John  Lucas,  and  Arnold  Welles,  Jr.,  in  behalf  of 
themselves  and  others  associating  with  them,  have  peti¬ 
tioned  this  Court  to  be  incorporated  for  the  purpose  of 
relieving  such  as  may  suffer  by  fire,  and  of  stimulating 
genius  to  useful  discoveries,  tending  to  secure  the  lives 
and  property  of  their  fellow-men  from  destruction  by 
that  element : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rcpj'esentatives 
in  General  Court  assembled ,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same ,  That  the  persons  above  named  and  their  asso¬ 
ciates  be,  and  hereby  are,  incorporated  into  and  made  a 
body  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  Massachusetts  Char¬ 
itable  Fire  Society,  for  the  purposes,  aforesaid,  and  shall

have  perpetual  succession  by  the  said  name,  with  power 
to  make  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  preservation  and 
advancement  of  the  said  Society,  not  repugnant  to  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  with  penalties,  either  of  dis¬ 
franchisement  from  the  said  Society,  or  of  a  mulct,  not 
exceeding  twenty  shillings  for  each  offence,  as  to  the 
'said  corporation  shall  appear  best. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid , 
That  the  said  body  politic  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  sue 
and  defend,  and  are  made  liable  to  be  sued,  by  the  name 
aforesaid,  in  any  of  the  Judicial  Courts  within  this  Com¬ 
monwealth,  and  are  hereby  licensed  and  empowered  to 
make  purchases,  and  to  receive  grants,  subscriptions, 
and  donations  of  real  and  personal  estate,  and  to  hold  the 
same  for  the  charitable  purposes  aforesaid,  provided  the 
income  of  the  said  real  and  personal  estate  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  pounds  annually,  and  to 
alien  and  convey  such  estate  as  to  the  said  corporation 
shall  appear  fit. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid , 
That  the  said  body  politic  be  and  are  hereby  authorized 
to  meet  annually,  on  such  day  as  they  may  appoint,  and 
then  to  choose  such  officers  as  to  them  may  appear 
necessary,  and  to  meet  at  such  other  times  for  filling  up 
vacancies  occasioned  by  death  or  resignation  of  officers 
or  otherwise,  and  for  transacting  all  other  business  requi¬ 
site  for  promoting  the  ends  of  the  said  corporation,  as  by 
them  shall  be  agreed  upon. 
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And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid , 
That  his  Honor,  Moses  Gill,  Esquire,  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  call  the  first  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  said  corporation,  at  such  place  in  the  town  of 
Boston  as  to  him  may  appear  proper,  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  of  July  next.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent¬ 
atives  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  same,  That  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Fire 
Society,  or  the  Trustees  of  the  same,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  appropriate  and 
dispose  of  such  part  of  the  interest  accruing  from  the 
funds  of  said  Society,  to  any  other  charitable  purpose 
or  purposes  than  those  mentioned  in  the  Act  entitled 
“  An  Act  incorporating  certain  persons  into  a  Society 
by  the  name  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Fire 
Socie“y,”  and  to  such  benevolent  institutions  within 
this  Commonwealth  as  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Society, 
or  a  major  part  of  them,  shall  from  time  to  time  deem 
fit  and  proper,  provided,  however,  that  no  donation  or 
appropriation  of  the  interest  as  aforesaid  shall  exceed 
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the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  at  any  one  time,  or 
to  any  one  charitable  purpose  or  b  nevolent  institution, 
until  the  same  shall  have  received  the  approbation  and 
consent  of  the  said  Massachusetts  Charitable  Fire 
Society,  at  a  meeting  duly  notified  and  holden  for 
that  purpose.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  assembled ,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same ,  That  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Fire  Society 
be  and  they  hereby  are  authorized  to  appropriate  and 
dispose  of  such  part  of  the  funds  of  said  Society  to  any 
other  charitable  purpose  or  purposes  than  those  men¬ 
tioned  in  their  Act  of  Incorporation,  and  to  such  benevo¬ 
lent  institutions  within  this  Commonwealth  as  they  may 
have  already  designated  by  their  vote  or  votes,  or  shall 
hereafter,  from  time  to  time,  deem  fit  and  proper  to 
designate,  at  any  meeting  duly  called  for  such  purpose, 
provided  that  such  appropriation  shall  not  exceed  twenty- 
five  per  centum  of  the  whole  capital  stock  of  said 
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Society  ;  and  provided  also,  it  shall  in  no  case  affect  the 
bequests  of  any  individual  who  has  bequeathed  or  may 
bequeath  any  legacy  to  said  Society.

may  lawfully  devote  to  those  objects. 
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ARTICLE  I. 

The  funds  of  this  Society  shall  never  be 
expended  except  as  provided  in  the  Pream¬ 
ble  to  these  By-Laws.  They  shall  be  in¬ 
vested  only  in  such  manner  as  savings 
banks  or  institutions  for  savings,  incorpo¬ 
rated  under  the  authority  of  this  State 
are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be,  authorized 
to  invest  their  deposits.  No  appropria¬ 
tion  or  expenditure  shall  be  made  which 
will  reduce  the  funds  below  the  sum  of 
Fifty  Thousand  Dollars.
